City will spend $12K on ‘eyesore’

The town of Agawam is still contending 
with poor condition of the Games and Lanes 
property, often referred to as an “eyesore” 
and a catalyst behind an effort to revitalize 
the Walnut Street Extension area. 

On Monday night, the Agawam City Coun¬ 
cil approved 8-1 a request from Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Cohen to spend about $12,000 to perform 
a supplemental comprehensive site assess¬ 
ment to conclusively identify contaminants 
and other environmental issues on the site.

Retired Planning and Community Devel¬ 
opment Director Deborah Dachos has been 
communicating with a remediation company 
for several years. The company. Site Redevel¬ 
opment Technologies, has a renewed interest 
in the site, but requested the additional as¬ 


sessment before taking the risk of ownership 
on the property. 

David Peter, a representative of SRT, came 
to the City Council meeting on Monday night 
and requested the council approve the fund¬ 
ing. 

He said SRT has recently reconsidered the 
site. It appears, according to Cohen, this may 
be the only available option to help turn the 
site into something productive. Cohen says 
he does not believe the town will qualify for 
a MassDevelopment grant to clean up the 
property. The property could be taken by the

Fire fees 
will rise 

1st hike in 20 years; 
burning permits no 
iongerfree

For the first time in more than 
20 years, the ordinance governing 
fees for various fire inspections 
has been updated, and there are 
now fees for inspections and per¬ 
mits not previously addressed, in¬ 
cluding outdoor burning. 

Monday night, the Agawam 
City Council unanimously ap¬ 
proved a proposal from Fire 
Chief Alan Sirois to raise fees for 
some existing services, and es¬ 
tablish fees for services that the 
Fire Department’s inspector had 
been doing, but were not a listed 
service offered by the department 
according to town code. 

“We have a lot of inspections 
we are required to do by law,” said 
Sirois. “This ordinance update 
will address all those inspections 
that have been added over the last 
20 years.” 

According to information 
supplied by Sirois, NFPA 1 is the 
latest update and a substantial 
code change that has significantly 
changed the way fire departments 
do business. It places new respon¬ 
sibilities upon fire departments 
and fire chiefs who are the enforc¬ 
ing agents for the fire code. 

Because the town of Agawam 
has not updated its permitting 
and inspection fees in more than 
20 years, Sirois said, in some cases 
the inspector is not able to charge 
any fee. In other cases, a basic 
small fee, around $10 is charged. 

The town employs one full¬ 
time fire inspector, who must use 
a vehicle and expend resources to 
perform the various inspections

Last week’s teardown of Partners Restaurant 
is the first step in reopening the Springfield 
Street eatery. 

“Oh, yes, we’re going back to our location in 
Agawam,” co-owner Sue Tansey said Monday. 

The popular restaurant, at 485 Springfield 
St., Feeding Hills, has been closed since a Sep¬ 
tember fire. Tansey said there is a meeting 
scheduled this week to discuss the rebuilding 
process, but stressed there is currently no time¬ 
line for construction. 

In the meantime, she confirmed plans for 
Partners Restaurant to reopen in May at a 
temporary location at 240 Westfield St., West 
Springfield. 

The new location for Partners was formerly 
the site of The Cup, a breakfast eatery that 
closed in 2010. The new location will be called 
“Partners Restaurant at the Cup.” 

“We’re not too far away and we’re happy 
about that,” said Tansey. 

In a January interview, Tansey said the staff 
from the closed Agawam restaurant will make 
the transition to West Springfield. The new lo¬ 
cation will open on a six-month lease. 

Tansey and her husband, Mark, have contin¬ 
ued to operate their catering business since the 
Sept. 5, 2014, fire. 

While Tansey acknowledged the last several 
months since the fire have been a “long, stress¬ 
ful process,” she has been reminded many times 
that the restaurant’s loyal customers are eager 
for its reopening. 

“We get phone calls every week from cus¬ 
tomers,” she said. “We miss them just as much 
as they miss us. Our aim is to get back in busi¬ 
ness as soon as possible.”

Curran, past award winners and the St. Patrick’s Commit¬ 
tee, led by President Barbara Foley.

by the high school marching band, Agawam town officials 
and the Fire Department Marching Unit. 

The Holyoke St. Patrick’s Parade will take place on Sun¬ 
day, March 22, along a 2.65-mile route following Northamp¬ 
ton, Beech, Appleton and High streets. The parade steps 
off at 11:45 a.m. from the K-Mart plaza at Whiting Farms 
Road. 

The parade can attract up to a half-million viewers on 
the streets of Holyoke. Additionally, the parade will be 
broadcast live on WGBY-TV, Channel 57, from in front of 
the Barry Farrell Funeral Home on Northampton Street. 

Road race Saturday 

Holyoke’s celebration will begin Saturday, with races and 
the presentation of the John F. Kennedy National Award. 

The kids race will start at 10:45 a.m., at Hampden and 
Walnut streets, ending at the official road race finish line 
on Hampden Street at Veterans Memorial Park. Ceremo¬ 
nies featuring the John F. Kennedy National Award Recipi¬ 
ent and decorated marathoner Bill Rodgers are scheduled 
for 11:45 a.m., followed by the Mummers Parade at noon. 

The Holyoke Auxiliary Police Honor Guard will lead the 
Mummers and the Grand Colleen and Court down Maple 
Street. The string band will perform near Maple and Hamp¬ 
den Streets. 

The planners expanded the Mummers performance 


space. 

The 40th annual road race will feature the region’s top 
runners, who will sprint the lOK (6.2-mile) loop, which be¬ 
gins and ends at Veterans Memorial Park. 

One of those runners will be Rodgers, who returns to 
the streets of Holyoke for the first time since 1978. Winner 
of the first three years of the race, which once included the 
knee-pounding hills at Holyoke Community College, Rod¬ 
gers gained world notoriety in the Boston Marathon and 
Olympics. 

“For us on the road race committee, this is a huge 
event,” Jim Wildman said. “This is a guy who won Boston 
three times, won New York four times and [was] involved 
in the 1976 Olympics.” 

The race gun goes off at I p.m., followed by a short fun 
walk. Wildman expects the final runner will cross the fin¬ 
ish line around 3 o’clock. The Massachusetts State Police 
will provide motorcycle escorts for the lead male and fe¬ 
male racers. 

During the parade and road race, the state police will 
block off Holyoke exit and entrance ramps on Interstate 91. 
The ramps will close at II a.m. on parade day. In addition, 
the state police Air Wing will patrol the skies over Holyoke 
on both days.

‘The Lent Brush’ 


A sh Wednesday kicked off the 
season of Lent, the 40-day 
period of time leading up to 
Easter. Lent is not just a time for us 
to give up something, although we 
can learn some valuable lessons by 
doing that, especially if we replace 
some bad habits or luxuries with 
things that might better refiect our 
walk as Christians. Lent is also a 
season of change and renewal. 

Luckily, it’s not the 40 days of 
“lint,” which would be kind of gross. 
Physical lint can be removed with 
a lint brush. But we also have what 
I’ll call “spiritual lint,” which can 
be removed by applying the word 
of scripture to our own lives. The 
scriptures guide us; they help us 
to remove the imperfections — the 
spiritual lint — in our lives. I’ll call 
the scriptures the “Lent Brush.” 

Lint on clothing is considered 
unattractive. We all want to be con¬ 
sidered attractive, right? Too much 


spiritual lint — those negative as¬ 
pects of our character that are vis¬ 
ible to others — also makes us un¬ 
attractive. We have to get rid of it. 
We need the “Lent Brush.” Lint may 
actually damage clothing. Most of it 
comes off with washing, 
but dryer lint, which col¬ 
lects on the lint screen of 
a clothes dryer, is highly 
fiammable and presents 
a fire hazard. You can 
draw your own parallel 
about the fiery end that 
might await people with 
too much spiritual lint. 

Lint shed from clothing 
during the course of wear 
can also carry bacteria 
and viruses. Likewise, spiritual lint 
can make us sick—physically as well 
as spiritually. Lint can even damage 
delicate mechanical devices. In or¬ 
der to prevent lint contamination, 
workers entering clean rooms are 


generally required to wear an outer 
layer of clothing made from artificial 
fibers that are less likely to shed any 
material. In like manner we need to 
“put on the whole armor of God” (as 
it says in another passage of scrip¬ 
ture) to keep the spiritual 
lint from accumulating 
on us. 

But beware — a lint 
brush can be used incor¬ 
rectly. So can the “Lent 
Brush.” 2 Timothy 2:15 
says: “Do your best to 
present yourself to God 
as one approved, a work¬ 
er who does not need 
to be ashamed and who 
correctly handles the 
word of truth.” We have to use a lint 
brush correctly, and we also have 
to handle the “Lent Brush” of God’s 
word properly. We shouldn’t take 
things out of context. We shouldn’t 
twist the words of scripture to fit 


our own agenda. We shouldn’t use 
scriptures as a club over someone 
else. The “Lent Brush” needs to be 
used to remove imperfections from 
our own character, not someone 
else’s. Otherwise, the imperfections 
remain — or are even worse than 
before. Just like when a lint brush is 
used incorrectly. 

During this season of Lent, let’s 
use the “Lent Brush” of scripture. 
Try reading just one of the follow¬ 
ing chapters in the Bible: 1 John 

4, 2 Peter 1, James 1 or Matthew 

5. They’re all fairly short chapters, 
and you will get a lot out of read¬ 
ing just one of them. Find a verse 
or two that resonates with you in 
some way, and use that as your 
“Lent Brush” during the 40 days of 
Lent. May God bless and transform 
you during this season of Lent.

The Rudy we will never forget 


T he 1953 AHS Sachem pictures Je¬ 
rome Goodwin as superintendent of 
schools. The ’55 Sachem has James 
Clark but the ’54 Sachem doesn’t have 
anyone pictured. To help solve the puzzle 
you can look in the ’57 Sachem under the 
picture of the class secretary, none other 
than James Clark’s daughter 
Judy. You will read, “transferred 
from Rhode Island in sopho¬ 
more year.” She must have had 
nearly instant popularity as her 
class voted her class secretary 
for their junior year, which be¬ 
gan in September of 1955. In 
addition to Judy, Mr. Clark’s son 
Tom was going to be a fresh¬ 
man in the fall of’56, so this hir¬ 
ing of teacher Rudy Altobelli, a 
business major and star athlete 
from AIC, would be what we call 
now a no-brainer. 

Rudy got his feet wet right away in 
coaching, serving as an assistant football 
coach for Harry Leonard!. Quarterback Ed 
Modzelewski ’59 told me that Rudy’s main 
job was to work with him and his back-up. 
When the football season ended, Rudy 
brought hockey back to Agawam. The last 
AHS team was in the ’30s, so Rudy is con¬ 
sidered by many as Agawam’s first hockey 
coach in the modern era. Athletic director 
Harm Smith must have had confidence in 
Rudy to ignite a solid program, since he 
was willing to buy uniforms and equip¬ 
ment for an entire team. Anything that 
might have been still around from the ’30s 
was probably useless. 

The 1956-57 hockey team included se¬ 
niors James Argiro, John Cowles, Mike 
Egan, Thomas Flynn, Charles Grasso, 
Richard Letendre, Robert Liptak, Wil¬ 
liam Mrosz, Jackie Phillipps, Eugene Poggi 
and Thomas Letendre. They were not in 
a league yet but played an independent 
schedule. 

The ’58 Sachem doesn’t have a hockey 


wins and losses report but speaks of tre¬ 
mendous improvement. Assistant coach 
Junie Fontana probably helped Rudy with 
that, but there was probably little or no 
youth hockey to feed experience into the 
high school. This was the same thing that 
happened to soccer 10 years later. Seniors 
on the ’57-58 team were Joe Vois- 
low, Richard Wilson, Emile Da- 
glio, Robert Roden, Vernon Stark 
and Nicholas Buoniconti. 

Rudy coached the hockey 
team for two more seasons. In 
the spring of 1964, he became 
Agawam’s first tennis coach. 
The team won eight of their 10 
matches. The tennis picture 
in the ’65 Sachem was prob¬ 
ably that 1964 team and Wayne 
Morse, Ken Bartschi, Phil De 
Forge, Jack O'Keefe, Craig Pineo 
and A1 Bonavita are some of those in the 
team picture (page 132). 

My favorite Rudy picture is on page 
159 of the ’84 Sachem. Rudy is shown with 
fellow teacher John Petrone in the fac¬ 
ulty variety show. Rudy played Mr. Roarke 
(Ricardo Montalban) and John played his 
assistant. Tattoo (Herve Villechaize), char¬ 
acters in the weekly television series “Fan¬ 
tasy Island.” Mr. Petrone wore kneepads, 
moving around on his knees. The audience 
was in tears, John said, and explained that 
Rudy liked the kids to see teachers in a dif¬ 
ferent light. Rudy had written the entire 
skit and a few others in the show. 

When the Boston papers wrote their 
stories about Tom Brady’s footballs, they 
reminded me of one of Rudy’s favorite sto¬ 
ries when they quoted Brady saying, “My 
balls are perfect.” Rudy was coaching ten¬ 
nis for athletic director Harm Smith many 
years ago and Harm apparently had pur¬ 
chased the cheaper brand of tennis balls. 
When the tennis balls got too smooth fair¬ 
ly quickly, Rudy went into Harm’s office to-

tally upset and hollered to him, “There’s no 
fuzz on my balls.” Harm couldn’t respond. 

We will always remember our annual 
tax visits with Rudy. He was a smart, tal¬ 
ented and lovable friend. Rudy passed 
away on March 8, but he will never be for¬ 
gotten by the town of Agawam.

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required by Massachusetts law. 

According Sirois’ figures, it costs $66,237 
to fund fire inspection services, but the po¬ 
sition only generated $15,140 in revenues 
from inspection fees, meaning the taxpay¬ 
ers currently have to subsidize the inspec¬ 
tion services budget. 

That’s “because the fee schedule has not 
been updated,” Sirois stated. “The cost of 
delivering services has far outrun the rev¬ 
enue generated to offset those costs.” 

With the new fees and existing fee in¬ 
creases, Sirois estimates the town could 
collect about $39,000 per year, thus de¬ 
creasing the burden on taxpayers. 

During a Legislative Subcommittee 
meeting prior to the full council meeting, 
four city councilors evaluated the ordi¬ 
nance update. 

Councilor George Bitzas questioned 
whether Sirois should charge a $10 for out¬ 
door burning permits during burning sea¬ 
son. He also questioned whether the fee is 
seasonal or is charged for each individual 
fire. 

Sirois explained burning permits issued 
would be for the entire burning season, 
from January to the end of April. He also 
said issuing a permit with a fee would re¬ 
quire residents to physically make contact 
with the Fire Department. 


“We currently issue burning permits 
over the phone, where we take down peo¬ 
ple’s information and then give them their 
safety instructions about managing fires,” 
said Sirois. “Now, a person has to come 
in and talk with us in person. It allows for 
more direct contact with the residents we 
are granting permits to.” 

Councilor Paul Cavallo said the 
idea was a good one, and could lim¬ 
it some liability on the town’s part for 
burning piles that get out of control. 
Sirois says the town grants many burning 
permits each year. He also said the Fire De¬ 
partment has to respond to many fires that 
get out of control. 

Overall, councilors in the subcommit¬ 
tee felt the increases were fair and in line 
with other communities. Many of the in¬ 
spections required apply to businesses and 
industrial properties with fiammable ma¬ 
terials. 

City councilors during the regular meet¬ 
ing found no issue with the proposal. 

The ordinance also includes a provi¬ 
sion for a false alarm ordinance that fines 
residents and businesses for more than 
four false alarms. The fine for the fifth false 
alarm in a 12-month period is $200, with a 
$100 fee for each subsequent false alarm.

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town by tax title, but the taxpayers would 
then become immediately responsible for 
cleaning up the environmental issues. 

Peter says he hopes SRT can help rede¬ 
velop the property and sell it so it can be a 
productive business in the area. 

The town is currently in the process of 
developing a concept drawing for Walnut 
Street Extension in order to revitalize the 
area, including additional parking, a walk¬ 
ing promenade, and other beautifications. 

Last week, business owners in the area 
sounded off on the project, with one busi¬ 
ness owner stating that without a cleanup 
of Games and Lanes, the rest of the beauti¬ 
fication work would be meaningless. Coun¬ 
cilor Robert Rossi also has been vocal about 
Games and Lanes needing to be addressed 
before any real work in the area begins. 

He voted against spending the funds, 
asking why the town has to spend the 
money on the assessment if it is going to be 
taken over by a party in the private sector. 

Councilors George Bitzas and Joseph 
Mineo responded, saying the money for the 
assessment is a necessary step to move the 
process forward. 


“If we don’t make the investment, the 
property could stay the way it is now,” 
said Mineo. “I don’t know what other 
options we have. That property could 
stay that way for another 15 years.” 
Dachos recommended the town work with 
the private sector so the site could be re¬ 
mediated and eventually re-developed. He 
says SRT could help make that possible. 

“Companies such as SRT have actual 
experience with clean-up activities and are 
willing to incur the risk,” Dachos stated in a 
February memorandum to the city council. 
“All efforts should be made to encourage 
this path.” 

SRT is the latest potential buyer for the 
property. Last year, the council approved 
a mixed-use zone that will allow fiexibility 
for the business on Walnut Street Exten¬ 
sion. During consideration, the council was 
approached by an individual, Scott Fetlock 
of Ware, who expressed interest in clean¬ 
ing up the Games and Lanes property if the 
zone change were approved. 

Despite approval. Fetlock never moved 
forward with a purchase of the property.

Honors students give creative 
iessons in ianguages

For a couple days earlier this month, 
some of Agawam High School’s top foreign 
language students went back to junior high 
— as teachers. 

Groups of students from French 4 Hon¬ 
ors and Spanish 4 Honors classes taught 
lessons as part of Foreign Language Week 
at Agawam Junior High School, on March 
3 and March 6. At a meeting last week, the 
School Committee applauded the students 
and their teachers. 

“The role models that are the best are 
the peers,” said School Committee mem¬ 
ber Wendy Rua. “That’s the key — inspir¬ 
ing these kids to sign up and want to take 
a language.” 

Though high schoolers have been teach¬ 
ing classes at the junior high annually for 
years, teacher Nancy Kundl said this year’s 
student-led French lessons focused more 
on culture, less on grammar. The lessons 
were also designed to get younger students 
excited and active, and the high schoolers 
were encouraged to get creative. 

“No two groups were the same,” said 
Alexis Price, a junior taking honors Span¬ 
ish. “We had a party theme. [We] did danc¬ 
ing, games, party food, pop music. We all 
connected with the kids awesomely. I know 
another group had a camping theme — set¬ 


ting up tents in the middle of the class¬ 
room.” 

Allie Rubeck, a senior, said her group 
taught a lesson about French contributions 
to world society, talking about famous 
French people in disciplines such as fash¬ 
ion and science. 

“A lot of the kids actually identified 
these people, knew what their contribu¬ 
tions were,” Ruck said. “ 

Seventh and eighth graders weren’t the 
only ones learning a lesson, noted honors 
French student Dan Garvey. 

“Us being 11th graders, going back to 
the junior high, seeing how far I’ve come 
was beneficial, because sometimes I have 
trouble with French, too,” Garvey said. 
“Now I know how a teacher feels.” 

Rubeck was participating in her sec¬ 
ond Foreign Language Week, after having 
taught Spanish as an honors Spanish stu¬ 
dent her sophomore year, before switching 
to French. She said she had fun planning 
the lessons. Price, too, had praise for the 
program. 

“This has easily been one of the most fun 
and exciting things we’ve ever done in for¬ 
eign language class,” Price said. 

Kundl teaches French 4 Honors, as well 
as other courses in French and Italian. Nan¬ 
cy Miller teaches Spanish 4 Honors, as well 
as other courses in French and Spanish.

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Town rolling out 
rain barrei saie 

The town of Agawam will be selling rain barrels again 
this spring. According the DPW Environmental Project 
Coordinator Tracy DeMaio, “Rain barrels have become 
very popular in Agawam. More and more residents are us¬ 
ing them, making water conservation a way of life in their 
homes, while also helping to reduce the impacts of storm 
water run off on Agawam’s wetlands, rivers, and streams.” 

A rain barrel collects rain water from the roof and stores 
it for use during dry weather to water house plants or out¬ 
side gardens. Collecting water in a rain barrel takes pres¬ 
sure off the water supply and stormwater management 
systems. Using the rainwater on gardens helps to replen¬ 
ish groundwater and benefits the water supply. Collected 
rainfall is especially valuable during droughts or dry con¬ 
ditions. It contains more nutrients and less salts than tap 
water, which is good for plants. 

The rain barrels are made from 55-gallon recycled food 
grade barrels in a terra cotta color. The fully screened in¬ 
take port keeps mosquitoes, insects, and debris out. The lid 
can be removed for easy cleaning and for storing hoses in¬ 
side the barrel during the winter. The solid brass threaded 
spigot can be connected to a regular hose or soaker hose. 
The overfiow connector and tubing can be used to direct 
water away from the foundation or to join multiple barrels 
for additional storage capacity. 

The town is taking orders with payment through Fri¬ 
day, April 10, and has scheduled a rain barrel pick-up day 
on Saturday, April 18, at the Department of Public Works, 
1000 Suffield St., from 9:30 to 10:30 a.m. The cost is $60 per 
barrel. To order, send or drop off payment and order form 
to the DPW. Make checks payable to “Jack Miller.” Order 
forms are available at www.agawam.ma.us or at the DPW.

Watertown tops Agawam in finals

BOSTON - It was an experi¬ 
ence coach Rich Feeley and the 
Agawam ice hockey team will 
remember forever. 

Last Sunday afternoon in 
front of a hundred of their

Agawam got comfortable on 
the ice early in the game, hold¬ 
ing a huge advantage over Wa¬ 
tertown with a 13-4 shot advan¬ 
tage.

AGAWAM - Last Sunday truly 
ended a historic season for the 
Agawam ice hockey team, which 
reached the Massachusetts State 
Division 3 finals and played for 
the state championship at the TD 
Garden for the first time in the 
team’s history.
